There is a possibility 
Theodore I. Fry, who is serving 
his third term as state treasurer, 
may not bo a candidate again. Fry 
will make his decision within a 
few days.

Weather Bureau Stations 
Will Be Established 
In Counties 


Distribution to Michigan coun­ 
ties of money appropriated by the 
state to aid in snow removal cost 
on basis of snowfall will make it 
necessary to 
establish 
official 
weather bureau stations in coun­ 
ties which do not now have them, 
Dr. Louis Webber, Lansing, 
ex­ 
ecutive director of the Michigan 
Road Builders’ association, 
told 
upper peninsula road commission­ 
ers and engineers at Menominee. 
Menominee county is 
included 
in the list of six Michigan coun­ 
ties which do not have official 
weather bureau stations, Dr. Web­ 
ber said. 
Three locations are being con­ 
sidered in Menominee county for 
establishment of a station— Pow­ 
ers, Daggett and Stephenson— Dr. 
Webber said. The stations would 
be equipped with 
apparatus 
to 
guage the snowfall, record tem­ 
peratures and precipitations. 
Need Official Figures 
The state law under which ap­ 
propriations are made 
to 
aid 
counties in defraying cost of snow 
removal 
requires 
that 
official 
, weather bureau figures on 
snow­ 
ball be supplied to compute 
the 
amount each county will receive, 
Dr. Webber explained. 
He requested road commissions 
from counties not already provid­ 
ed with weather bureau stations 
to make application for them. The 
counties would have to pay for the 
cost of equipment, about $40, and 
installation. Maps designating the 
proposed location of the station 
should also be submitted to Michi­ 
gan Road Builders’ headquarters 
at Lansing. Dr. Webber said that 
it may be possible to purchase the 
equipment at lower cost of 
sev­ 
eral orders are received. 
Distribution of snow 
removal 
to the counties last year 
(first 
year the law operated) was made 
on 
some 
snowfall 
figures 
not 
authenticated as official, Dr. Web­ 
ber said. This year also there is 
an absence of complete statistical 
figures on snowfall, 
but 
there 
should be preparations made to 
correct the situation by next year, 
he said. 
Plowing Cost Grows 
Louis F. Levin, Sault Ste. Marie, 
U. P. Road Builders’ president, 
declared that problems of coun­ 
ties in defraying cost of snow re­ 
moval has begun since township 
roads were taken over by coun­ 
ties under the McNitt act. 
“Since that time great changes 
have Jtaken place in the adminis­ 
tration of rural school affairs, ne­ 
cessitating many miles of 
addi­ 
tional snow plowing. 
The job of 
consolidating the schools and serv­ 
icing them with bus routes 
will 
not be completed until intelligent 
provision is made for

addi­ 
tional money necessary 
to

prove those routes and keep them 
free of snow,” Levin declared.

Causes of Hay Fever 
And Cures Explained 
By A-Choo Club Head

Due to the large number of in­ 
quiries received and hundreds of 
questions 
propounded 
to 
the 
average sufferer, the writer will 
attempt to solve some of the per­ 
plexing 
problems 
of “hayfever- 
ites” and “asthmatics” or more 
commonly known as “sneezers” 
and “wheezers”. 
First, why do over two million 
persons in the United States suf­ 
fer from hay fever and over a mil­ 
lion and a half from asthma? 
Much of the trouble is caused by 
that 
little 
seven 
letter 
word 
“Allergy”, which is an abnormal 
response in some portion of the 
human anatomy to some substance 
or physical condition. 
If this occurs in the bronchial 
tubes it is generally known as 
asthma: if in the nose, hay fever. 
The hayfeverites greatest enemy 
is ragweed, of which there are 
three different varieties. 
Starts in August 
About 
the 
middle of August 
when this weed reaches the pollen- 
ization stage it casts off a fine 
dust-like substance not visible to 
the human eye but very irritable 
to the eyes, nose and throat of the 
victim. 
On hot dry days winds 
have 
been 
known to carry this 
pollen for a distance of two hun­ 
dred miles or more, causing the 
victim 
to 
sneeze. 
A person is 
nearest death when sneezing as 
everything 
stops 
including 
the, 
blood stream, breath and heart. 
Although ragweed is the vic­ 
tims 
greatest 
enemy, there are 
several other substances which ir­ 
ritate 
the 
membranes; namely, 
house dust, wool, feathers, orris 
root (used as a base in some cos­ 
metics) 
horse 
hair and fur of 
smaller 
animals such as 
dogs, 
cats and rabbits. 
Second, 
what are the symp­ 
to m s? 
Hay fever is characterized 
by sneezing, the 
nose 
becomes 
swollen, stuffy, itches and gives 
off a thin discharge, the throat be­ 
comes 
irritated, 
the eyes burn, 
itch and become watery. 
About 
thirty per cent of hay fever vic­ 
tims develop seasonal asthma and 
experience 
great 
difficulty 
in 
breathing. 
Third, is there a cure? The vic­ 
tim’s physician can build up the 
patient’s resistance to substances 
which cause hay fever by giving 
him extracts of such substances by 
injection. 
However it is neces­ 
sary for the doctor to find the ex­ 
act substance which causes the 
trouble. 
Some patients require 
year-round treatments; others on­ 
ly require them during the pollen 
season. 
Such injections are com­ 
monly called “shots” and are more 
or less effective and give some re­ 
lief in many instances.

Diet plays an important part in 
some cases and often the sufferer 
has found relief by avoiding such 
foods 
as 
oranges, eggs, wheat, 
beans, peas and milk during the 
hay fever season.

some cases have been known to 
give 
some 
relief. 
Others ease 
their sneezes by sprinkling sul­ 
phur in their shoes. 
Hay 
fever 
is 
hereditary 
al­ 
though it is not contagious. Dad­ 
dy and little Junior may both be 
victims with different substances 
causing their malady, and while it 
may be necessary for Junior to 
stop playing with his dog or cat, 
his father might romp with Fido 
and Puss but find it necessary to 
part with his saddle horse during 
the hay fever season. 
On the 
average, “sneezers” and “Wheez­ 
ers” live to a very ripe old age. 
The surest “cure” or relief from 
the 
dreaded 
malady 
is found 
where the air is pure and free 
from pollen, and where the rag­ 
weed is nipped in the bud by Jack 
Frost before it reaches the danger­ 
ous stage. 
Finally, as a para­ 
phrase to the late Horace Gree­ 
ley’s “Go West, Young Man, Go 
West”, the waiter’s advice is “GO 
NORTH, 
OLD 
SNEEZER, 
GO 
NORTH.”

the new type of test, which includes an 
analysis of the candidates’s intelligence, 
education, adaptability, physical condition 
and impersonal character ratings. 
More­ 
over, police departm ents in many progres 
sive cities are not waiting for politicians 
to offer them nam es of good fellows for 
the department. 
Escanaba can be numbered among those 
progressive cities that are now choosing 
the members of the police force through 
rigid tests. 
The new system serves to in­ 
duce young men to take up police work as 
a career. 
Time was when the 
policemen 
were 
m ach ridiculed in the movies and comic 
strips, but there is a trend now toward 
more public respect for these law enforce­ 
m ent officers. 
This is, no doubt, due to 
the fact that more capable and intelligent 
men are being enrolled into this branch 
of public service. 
A community is oftentimes judged 
by 
strangers by the appearance and 
actions 
of police officers on the streets. 
They are 
after all in the front line of a city’s pub­ 
lic relations program. 


this vast activity except increased possi­

place. 
All of this means solidarity, com m un­ 
ity of interest, understanding 
It 
also 
means wider markets, a greater chance for 
commercial and industrial expansion, 
a 
freer and farther flow of trade. 
And so. ultimately, these 
very 
trying 
days which we are living through now will 
give us an extremely useful by-product. It 
may he perfectly true that what we get 
will hardly be worth the danger that is 
afflicting world civilization. 
But it is at 
least comforting to reflect th a t out of to­ 
day’s nervous, anxious confusion there will

Mark Those Trails 
P 
OR several years, E. C. Voght, former 
member of the state conservation com­ 
mission, hag been harping on his pet idea 
that highways should bear more markers,

So much of what is 
interesting 
and 
attractive in the Upper Peninsula is 
not 
seen by the average tourist, who speeds 
along on the concrete highways. The rea­ 
son is apparently that he does not realise 
there is anything worthwhile to be seen 
on the side roads. 
The Detroit News, in a recent editorial, 
presents another viewpoint 
on 
roadside 
markers as follows: 
“ One of the common complaints regist­ 
ered by out-of-8tate motorists, and even 
our own motor car drivers, is that there 
appears to be a serious lack of road and 
trail markers throughout tho north 
of 
Michigan. 
This does not hold true 
of 
main highways and county roads, but it 
does of 
abandoned 
roads 
and 
trails 
through cut-over and forested lands. 
‘‘Not all motorists are of the adventur­ 
ous type which is willing to take a chalice 
and travel any trail, no matter where it 
leads. 
The average driver lik^s to know 
where he is going and not wind up unex­ 
pectedly at the edge of a swamp reached 
by a blind road. 
The expense Involved 
in marking these abandoned or little-used 
roads for the convenience of th*- motorist 
would be trifling, and it is a service 
for 
which the more timid or less adventurous 
public would be thankful.” 


THE ‘TAX EA TERS’ 
(Milwaukee Jo u rn al) 
Back in 1934, Prof Thomas Nixon Car­ 
ver of Harvard university warned the peo­ 
ple of the country against the 
growing 
menace of the ‘‘tax eaters.” He said: 
‘‘Government of the people, for the peo­ 
ple and by the people is in danger of de­ 
velopment into government of, for and by 
tax eaters— otherwise called voters who 
are on the pay roll of 
the 
government. 
Their num bers are already great, when we 
consider our various governments, nation­ 
al, state and local 
It is quite possible that 
they may some time outnum ber the actual 
taxpayers who are aw are that they provide 
the money. 
Even before that 
point 
is 
reached, the receivers of government mon­ 
ey may hold the balance of power and de­ 
termine the results of elections.” 
Prof. Carver went on to show that, since 
government employes are not likely 
to 
narrow down government functions or to 
reduce government pay rolls, there is dan­ 
ger, once they got control, that the coun­ 
try will go under a sort of dictatorship of 
class-conscious tax-paid 
officials. 
There 
is danger th at the “ servants of the peo­ 
ple” will become the masters. 
Since Prof. Carver made his remarks, 
the number of government employes has 
further increased. 
Today the “ tax eaters”

While 
thousands of citizens of other classes 
sit 
lazily at home when elections are 
being 
held, the tax eaters, partly because of the 
very nature of their jobs, get 
out 
and 
vote. 
Do they vote for the “economy” candi­ 
date? 
Of course not.

By and large, they can hard­ 
ly be expected to do anything else. 
Men 
in private industry would not deliberately 
act to reduce their wages or their likeli­ 
hood of employment, either. 
All this brings us to a question: Do the

by it? 
lf they want to be powerless 
in 
the hands of an army of government em­ 
ployes, they can continue to 
stay 
away 
from elections and to vote foolishly when 
they do vote. 
If they want government held down to 
service of the people, they must turn over 
a new leaf and give to the electing of a 
government official at least tho attention 
they give to the selection of a 
suit 
of 
clothes. 
We would not buy

clothes without due thought. 
Why should 
we 
approach 
government 
differently? 
Most of us as a m atter of fact, directly or 
Indirectly, give more money to government 
than we have left for such purchases.

The great question-—how long 
could 
Germany last— boils down to the question, 
how much has she got to throw?

The moat important thing, of course, Is 
metal. 
And the most im portant metal is 
steel-—unless it be gold. 
When Germany 
and the Austrian empire faced the world 
in 1914 those empires were rich in steel 
Then Germany possessed the great 
iron 
ores of Lorraine. 
Now France has them 
Today Germany and A ustria together do 
not have a third as much iron and steel as 
they had when the Great W ar broke upon 
1 the world. 
As m atters stand and during a period 
of peace, though of great w ar prepara 
lions, Germany has had to get about 40 
per cent of her iron ore from Sweden and 
and about a third from France (Lorraine) 
In a war with 
England 
and 
France 
against her, where would she get this 70 
per cent of the iron she needs so desper­ 
ately? 
Indeed In a war she would need a 
good deal more than in peace.

alone means an inadequate steel supply 
But would not England be able to shut 
out to her the rich supplies of high grade 
ores from Sweden?

The Capital 
Parade

W ashington, Sept. 19.— W hile all eyes 
follow events abroad, another 
crisis 
is 
slowly m aturing in the difficult relation 
between government and business. 
The 
tru th is th a t United States 
steel, 
bell-- 
w ether of the business flock, is still pay­ 
ing its union workmen a few cents 
an 
hour m ore than its non-unionized com­ 
petitors. 
Its competitors are selling steel 
in Detroit at prices several dollars a ton 
below big steel’s. 
And the conservatives 
on big steel’s board are once more talking 
wage cut. 
This 
dangerous 
situation’s 
strangest result has been to m ake Edward 
R. Stettinius, Jr., son of a Morgan partner, 
chairm an of the board of directors of the 
United States Steel Corporation, the lead­ 
ing business hero of the New Dealers. 
Only a few days ago, he was in W ash­ 
ington to confer with A ssistant Secretary 
of the Treasury John Hanes, the Presi­ 
dent’s liaison man with business. 
Time 
and again he has come to the capital 
to 
get new strength to stand out against the 
w age cut. 
From the President, down, the 
New Dealers fear that a steel wage cut 
would be the signal for wage-cutting all 
down the line, in 
every 
industry. 
And, 
with wage-cutting everywhere, the present 
recovery would end; depression would re­ 
turn, and the distressing story of the Hoo­ 
ver A dministration would be repeated. 
— HARD SLEDDING— 
Business executives rarely borrow their 
argum ents from New Dealers, yet Stettin­ 
ius has warmly defended the New 
Deal­ 
ers' viewpoint before his board. 
It 
has 
not been easy for him either. 
Last spring, Stettinius just managed to 
persuade his fellow directors to 
lower 
prices w ithout slicing wages. 
Then 
the 
President’s mood toward 
business 
was 
much angrier than today, and Stettinius’ 
feat undoubtedly averted a New Deal at­ 
tack on business of unprecedented violence 
and Intensity. 
Instead of 
the 
attack, 
through the good 
offices 
of 
Johnny 
Hanes and Philip Murray of 
the 
Steel 
W orkers’ organizing committee, Stettinius 
was presented with the handsom e compli­ 
m ent of the President’s fireside chat. 
At th at time, in warning his directors of 
the consequences of a wage cut, he argued 
that averting the Government's animosity 
would be well worth $10,000,000 in losses. 
Since then, however, the 
figures 
have 
piled up on the red side of 
big 
steel’s 
ledgers. 
Business and production have in­ 
creased considerably, but, even now, 
the 
company is understood to be losing mon­ 
ey. 
And the conservative directors’ wage- 
cutting determ ination has increased pro­ 
portionally. 
Stettinius’ argum ent is still the same— 
that big steel cannot afford to start 
the 
wage-cutting parade. 
But, even if he is 
worsted, his company will have gained by 
his shrewdness. 
In deferring the wage- 
cut until now, when its com petitors’ 
ad­ 
vantage is plain, big steel has at 
least 
tempered the New Dealers’ anger. 
— HOPES AND THREATS— 
Probably the steel com pany's decision 
will be made when prices are set for the 
final quarter. 
Meanwhile the adm inistra­ 
tion has done its best to take out insur­ 
ance against the possible wage-cut. 
Low­ 
ered steel prices have helped the 
motor 
manufacturers. 
One or two of them have 
cu% th eir own prices, but the New Dealers 
believe that the differential is far 
from 
being absorbed. 
Therefore 
they 
have 
warned the great men in Detroit th a t the 
worst possible impression will be created 
by wage-cuts in the motor business follow­ 
ing wage-cuts in steel. 
The New Dealers also hope th a t 
big 
steel’s business will continue to improve 
fast enough to make wage-slicing unneces­ 
sary. 
And, if worst comes to worst, they 
tru st that the general betterm ent In the 
business picture will prevent m uch imita­ 
tive wage-cutting. 
Last spring, when in­ 
dustry was suffering from an attack 
of 
despair, 
it could not have been avoided. 
Now the prospects are far brighter. 
— T H E PEACEMAKERS— 
W ith all these threats and hopes, 
the 
most bullist feature of the situation 
is 
Stettinius’ novel relationship with the New 
Dealers. 
After the last years of em bitter­ 
ed conflict 
between 
Government 
and 
Business, it is deeply encouraging to see a 
business leader working with government 
leaders for a peaceful settlement. 
It 
is 
ironical th a t the chairman of the board of 
big steel, the mastodon of them all, should 
play such a part. 
But the irony should be 
forgotten In gratitnde. 
If there were a few 
more 
men 
like 
Stettinius, the country might look forward 
to an era of general 
good 
will. 
There 
would rem ain only the sanguinary feud be­ 
tween the factions of labor, which 
has 
proved the worst obstacle in the path of 
Hanes, Stettinius and other peacemakers.

MARIJUANA IS 
LOCATED HERE 


Two Stalks of Hemp, Ten 
Feet High, Brought 
to County Jail 


Two stalks of m arijuana, also 
known as hemp, were found in 
Manistique Saturday night 
and 
taken to the state police 
head­ 
quarters 
here. 
The 
m arijuana 
plants were about ten feet 
in 
heighth and had been cut about 
two or three days before being ob­ 
served by a passerby, who identi­ 
fied the plant and took the stalks 
to police headquarters. The plants 
were found near the intersection 
of Delta avenue and Center street. 
M arijuana is a plant, the culti­ 
vation of which is prohibited by 
federal law. The weed is dried and 
used as a filler for cigarettes. Its 
drug-like 
action 
on 
smokers 
breaks down morals, and is often 
responsible for crimes. 
A 
large 
growth of m arijuana 
was found in Escanaba last week, 
and the plants destroyed by city 
police. The two stalks brought to 
police officials here Saturday 
is 
the first found in Manistique. 
The seeds ai# often used for 
the feeding of chickens, and it is 
believed the two stalks found here 
I were probably grown for that pur­ 
pose. Many farm ers are unfamiliar 
with the fact th at m arijuana and 
hemp are the same weed and do 
not know the plant can be con­ 
verted from its innocent use as 
chicken-feed to the vicious moral- 
destroying practice for which it is 
more prominently noted. 
Manistique residents are urged 
to be on the lookout for growths 
of m arijuana in the community. 
The plant can be identified by its 
enormous heighth, usually 8 to IO 
feet at this period of the growing 
season, by its sharp-saw-toothed 
leaf, and by the 
fact 
th a t 
the 
branches grow opposite each other 
on the stalk, except near the very 
top of the stalk. Discovery of such 
plants should be reported to law 
enforcement officials here.
